P RREVERSALS of policy are 
‘not unfamiliar features of 
Soviet history. They are ‘in 
accord with Lenin's teach- 
ing on the need, from time 
to time, for “going in zig 
zags, oven retracing our.

The 
two most notable cases 
have been the New 
Economic Policy of 1921 
and the halting of agricul.

The grinding of credits direct- 
ly by the central bank for the 
purpose of covering, a governs 
ment deficit: or puying for’ part 
of 9 country's capital Invest- 
ments is by now recognised as 
being an inflationary and, there= 
fore, must dangerous inode of 
finaneing—dnd public opinion 
may be counted upon to react 
most strongly agiinst the use of 
fuch methods, But what Is not 
so cleariy understood is that the 
practiee of rowing from 
commercial’ banks for such 


jpurzores may also be fraught 


with considerable — inflationary 
danves. ‘The provision of funds
